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FAMINE THREAT 


Fears which this present drought 
have aroused as to the possibility of 
there being famine in this section of 
China, seem to be only too well 
justified by the reports appearing in 
fanother column as to conditions in 
[Chekiang and Kiangsu. The failure 
of the rice crop over an area of 
200,000,000 mow must, of necessity be 
‘serious thing for the province of 
Chekiang and indeed for Kiangsu 








that the drought in Chekiang affects 
‘no fewer than 20,000,000 farmers and 
that only a small proportion of them 
may be expected to be able to sub- 
sist without assistance gives some 
idea of the tragedy which is being 
fenacted almost as Shanghai's very 
doorstep. It is to be regretted that 
appeals for the remission of various 
taxes have not as yet been favour- 
ably considered by the authorities to 
whom they have been addressed, but 
it fs to be hoped that more merciful 
counsel will be allowed to prevail 
fas the full meaning of this threatened. 
trophe comes more fully to be 
realized. Nor is it too much to exe 
pect that the Nanking Government 
Will be slow to devise means of 
warding off the pending evil. It is 
obvious that strong measures will 
need to be taken to prevent pro- 
[Steering in rice or any other kind of 
grain, and that substantial relief may 
Ibe necessary over a very large area. 
The sooner measures are initiated for 
the benefit of those who are likely 
to be faced with a winter’s starvation 
[the more likely are those measures 
10 prove effective. It is clearly no 
{ime when there should be any delay 
in making preliminary arrangements, 
Jand the sooner adequate steps are 
being made. the better will be the 
prospects of good relief work being 
Gone during the winter which is to 
be feared.

ADMIRAL HONOURED 


It comes as a happy coincidence 
‘that on the eve of the celebration of 
the French national day and a few 
days after his arrival for the first 
time on the Shanghai station his 
Government should have deemed it 
At to promote Rear-Admiral Alfred 
Richard, Commander-in-Chiet of the 
French Naval Forces in the Far East, 
to the rank of Commander of the 
Legion of Honour. Other com- 
‘munities in Shanghai, especially the 
British, will join with the French 
‘community in extending their con- 
[gratulations. Rear-Admiral Richard, 
fwho succeeded the late Rear-Admiral 
Descottes-Genon, whose tragic death 
loccurred on what was to have been 
his first visit to Shanghai, has had a 
long and distinguished naval career 
but as far as the British community 
fs concerned his services will be 
more greatly appreciated in the light 
of his participation in the operations 
Jat Zeebrugge and Ostend in April 
Jand May, 1918, when as commander 
fof the French ‘torpedo boat Bouclier 
fhe took part in all the British naval 
operations against the submarine 
Jbase at Ostend while H. M. S. Vindie~ 
tive and other vessels, on St, 

[George's Day, made the spectacular 
Jattack on Zeebrugge, one of the most 
[brilliant naval operations in the 
jcourse of the war. For his services, 
Rear-Admiral Richard was mentioned 
jin the “London Gazette.” 


THE ARMS EMBARGO 


It is a pity that only four countries 
responded to President Roosevelt's 
jeal for an international arms em- 
[bargo to bring to an end the sense- 
less war which has been raging for 
two years between Paraguay and 
Bolivia. ‘The four countries are 
[Great Britain, Denmark, Switzerland 














‘and Holland ‘which are no longer 
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[supplying arms and ammunition to 
the belligerents but other countries 
much larger manufacturers than 
‘most of the four, have declined to 
co-operate in the action. While the 
embargo is only partially effective 
jand the League of Nations has bean 
junable to do anything of a concrete 
nature the War is likely to continue 
until both countries have reached a 
state of complete exhaustion for there 
seems not the slightest grounds for 
Jany compromise. The fanatic deter~ 
mination with which the war is 
[being fought is seen in the threat of 
Bolivia to impose additional taxation 
on British firms if the embargo is 
continued, As it is, both countries 
seem near the end’ of their tether. 
‘Two years of senseless slaughter over 
ja large area is not only depleting 
Tesources but depopulating the two 
countries which have called up a 
reservist class composed more of 
boys than men, In addition, the 
‘danger of pestilence and disease in 
‘the equatorial belt in which hostili- 
ties are being waged is almost greater 

















terrible indictment of 
armament firms without whose assis 
tance neither country could continue 
the fight another day. 





LIBERIA AGAIN 


‘The West African negro republic 
of Liberia is again giving the nations 
of the world soniething about which 
to think, as witness a telegram ap- 
pearing ‘on another page, reporting. 
statements. made in the House of 
Commons on the subject. In response 
to a request for financial assistance 
the League of Nations drew up a 
scheme, the acceptance of whieh 
Liberia’ hedged with so many reser- 
vations that it amounted to a rejec- 
tion of the scheme, upon which it 
was withdrawn, since then the 
flagrant misgovernment of the re 
public has come prominently into 
public notice. ‘The ruling element 
is descended ‘trom ex-slaves in the 
United States who emigrated to 
Liberia upon gaining their freedom. 
In 1929 the United States exposed the 
fact that the Liberians were practising 
slavery on a large scale, and in spite 
of a League investigation the evil 
had not yet been stamped out. Life 
has been made a misery for the 
native African majority of the inha- 
bitants, while the health of neigh- 
bouring states is imperilied by 
the failure of the Liberian au 
thorities to carry out even the 
most elementary regulation and 
notification of the formidable 
contagious diseases which are 
endemic along the west African 
‘coast’ and most acute in Liberia 
itself. It has been suggested. that 
the best method of dealing with this 





ealeitrant country would be to 
expel it from. the League of 
Nations, though whether that 
would’ do much to secure 


the domestic reforms which are £0 
necessary is open to considerable 
doubt. Descendants of ex-slaves who 
perpetuate a system of slavery, des- 
pile their own liberation of that igmo- 
minous form of servitude, are on the 
face of things unqualified to rule. 
‘Their misgovernment of the country 
4s proof positive of their inability, and 
it ever there were a case where a 
member of the League should be 
given a mandate to restore order in

THE GOOD OLD DAYS 


The good, old days were not such 
‘a bad period after all when the con~ 
trast is applied to the present heat 
wave, which, reluctantly as most 
people are to refer to it, remains the 
dominating topic of conversation in 
‘Shanghai at present. Siccawei’s re- 
cords do not go back farther than 
1878, the year in which the Observi 
tory’ was established, and the June 
maxima exceeded anything Siecawei 
hhad recorded in its files. Going back 
‘alittle farther to the ‘frst week in 
July in the years 1867, 1868, 1869 and 
3870 Shanghai residents were enjoy- 
ing a comparatively cool spell be- 
cause, according to the “North-China 
Herald,” never did the temperature 
uring’ that week exceed 93. This 
was on July 5, 1867, but this was in 
reality an imposition for the highes: 
temperature during that week during 
the three succeeding years the ther- 
mometer never rose over 84 degrees. 
As a matter of fact, during the period 
under review, the average was some- 
where about 76 degrees. with as low 
a5 74 degrees on July 6, 1869. But 
possibly in those days’ the hardy 
Shanghai residents were not troubled 
with ‘theories of sun spots and other 
meteorological devices to explain that 
it was really hot,

AMENDED CHINESE CONSTITUTION 


Extensive Powers for President in Revised Draft: 
Army Administrators Barred 


Nanking, July 11, 

‘Many vital changes, including the 
Introduction of a presidential system 
of government, are embodied in the 





revised draft of the Chinese Con- 
stitution. 
‘Although the suggestion for a 


President is radical, no. explanation 
‘has thus far been given by the draft- 
ing committee as to the reasons 
actuating the proposal or why its 
opinion has swung from one extreme 
to the other. 

Tu the first draft no attempt was 
made to conceal the fact that the 
President was intended to be more 
or less a political figurehead. as all 
administrative power was to be 
centred on the Executive Yuan, 
while no power was given him 
other than that of representing the 
vepublic in foreign relations. 

From this the constitutional com- 
mittee appear to have made a com- 
plete about-face. new. draft 
Rives the President very large pow- 
gra. as witness the following provi 
sions, 

‘Article 43. The President shall, 
In accordance with law, promulgate 
Taws and issue mandates, but these 
must be counter-signed by the presi- 
dent of the yuan concerned, 


Command of Forces 


Article 44, The President shall, 
tn accordance with law, have 
supreme enmmand .over the land, 
1, and alr fore 

ticle 45. ‘The President shall, 
in accordance with law. exercise 
power to declare war, to nego 
ate’ peace, ‘and to conclude treat! 

‘Article 40. The President shall, in 
‘accordance with law, proclaim and 
‘eancel martial law. 

‘Article 47, The President shall, 
in accordance with law, exercise the 
power of granting amnesties, pardons, 
reprieves, and restitution of civic 
rights.

Other changes in regard to the 
Presidency and Vice-Presidency are 
the reduction. of the age _qualific 
tion from forty-five to forty 
and the reduction of the t 
office from six to four years, re 
eligibility, as in the original ‘draft. 
beings Himited to one term only. The 
new draft further stipulates " that 
those in active military service are 
not eligible for the Presidency or 
Vice-Presidency. All the powers 
now conferred on the President are, 
under the first draft, invested in 
the “National Government 
‘eral .term denoting the 
‘and the five yuan. 

"Another notable change in the 
revised draft is in regard to rela- 
tions between the central and local 
governments, and there seems to be 
Iittle “doubt” that the constitutfon- 
makers intend that China should be 
politically developed on the basis of 
strong, unitary government, 

Part VI of the first draft, which 
enumerates the powers of the Cen- 
tral Government and states that 
other matters not enumerated “may 
come under the jurisdiction of the 
ocal. government,” is entirely omitted 
in the present draft. Under its 
provisions the province is relegated 
to the position merely of an admini- 
trative area and the provincial 
governor and his colleagues, appoint- 
ed by the Central Government, are 
charged with the task of carrying 
out its laws and regulations and 
given the power of supervision over 
the administration of the districts 
within their province. No attempt 
is made to define the separation of 
powers between the central and local 
governments and st appears that the 
fatter are to exercise only such 
powers as are given them by the 
Central authorities. 

Finance Stipulations 

‘Two ‘new chapters are added to 
the ‘revised draft, one dealing with 
finance and the other with national 
forees. The chapter on finance

Article 168 of the same chapter 
prohibits the various grades of 
governments from exceeding their 
estimates with the exception of 
emergency expenditures as required 
‘by. (1) national defence or the pro- 
tection of peace and order, . (2) 
natural calamities, or 3) urgently 
needed engineering projects, 

‘Article 169 stipulates that the 
following matters shall mot be car- 
ried out unless in accordance with 
law or with the approval of the 
[Legislative Yuan. 

1. The imposition of taxes, duties, 
fines, of other imposts exacied by 
means of governmental aufhoritY, 
jas, well as alteration in the rates.

‘The representation of the provinces 
in the People’s Committee, which 
shall act for the National Congress 
when it is not in session, is now 
also made dependent on the size of 
population. Provinces with a popul-| 
ation of over 5,000,000 are entitled 
to two delegates; those with a 
population of over 5,000,000 but less 
than 10,000,0000 are allowed three de- 
legates; those with a population of 
‘over 10,000,000 but less than 20,000- 
000, four delegates; those with a 
population of over 20,000,000 but less 
than 30,000,000, five delegates; and. 
those with @ poputaiion of over 30,- 
(000,000, six delegates. 


Under the new draft the National 
Congress is to meet biennially in- 
stead of triennially, as provided in 
the first draft, while a provisional 
congress may be called with the 
consent of over one-fourth of the 
members instead of three-fourths, as 
laid down in the first draft—Reuter.

The Chinese newspaper “Chao Pao"

‘the Central Political Council, 

Some leaders took very strong 
objection to the press publishing texts 
fof impeachment bills before they- 
were considered by the government. 
A resolution was subsequently intro- 
@uced and adopted requiring that 
hereafter impeachment bills and re- 
plies filed by’ those impeached should 
not be given to the press unless with 
the permission of the government, 

‘There is reason to believe that 
the resolution was greatly welcomed 
by editors of official “newspapers 
throughout China, who had the feel. 
ings of the Control Yuan and those 
impeached to consider when deciding 
whether or not to. publish impeach: 
ment bill. "The step taken by the 
Central Political Council has now 
freed the editors from further pose 
sibility of being placed in a most 
embarrassing situation. 

‘Meanwhile it is reported that the 
Control Yuan is considering the im- 
peachment of Mr. Kan Nal-kwang, 
Acting Minister for Home Affairs, 
following charges brought ‘against 
him by Cantonese organizations in 
Shanghal—Reuter. 









































IMPORTANT TALKS AT

Huang Fu Meets Nanking 
Delegates 


Nanking, July 13. 

‘Me, ‘Tang Yu-jen, vice-Minister ‘of 
Foreign Affairs, ‘lett early this 
morning by motor car for Hang- 
Jchow en route to Mokanshan where 
fhe will confer with Mr. Huang Fu, 
chairman of the Peking Political 
Council, on behalf of Mr. Wang 
Ching-wei, President of the Zxecutive 
Yuan.

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CHAPOO INCIDENT 
July 11. 

It is to be hoped that the Nan- 
king Government will take firm 
action with regard to what is 
apparently an attempt by certain 
of the Chekiang authorities to ex- 
propriate property owned by 
Chinese and foreigners at Chapoo, 
for military purposes it is alleged, 
though there is some suspicion 
that even so good a reason dloes 
not operate in the minds of those 
who have set the movement afoot. 
‘The possibilities of Chapoo as a 
holiday resort within easy reach of 
Shanghai has been known for 
some years, and while it may not 
be ideal in all respects it was 
considered attractive enough to’ 
make adventurous trips there even 
before the road was improved to| 
its present condition. Some enter- 
prising foreigners realizing the 
possibilities of the place secured 
land in the district, and there is 
every prospect that in the course 
of a few years they will reap the 
benefits of thelr foresight. Since 
the improvement of the road 
Chapoo has been an increasing 
attraction for motorists, the pre- 
sence of a sandy, if somewhat 
rocky beach, and comparatively 
clear water proving irresistible on 
‘Sundays to those who feel hemmed 
in in Shanghai during the days 
they are confined to their offices. 
‘There are prospects that bungalows 
wil be built on land which has 
been purchased on the hills, and 
with the encouragement which the 
Chinese authorities would be well 
advised to extend to the develop- 
ment of the district, a resort may 
very well be established which will 
have the result of bringing money 
into that portion of the province 
to the enrichment of the popula~ 
tion. The possibilities of Chapoo 
are consequently of no little im= 
portance, not only to the residents 
of Shanghai whose search for fresh 
air and bathing facilities has led 
to the creation of Kiaochiao and 
Minghong, but also to all those 
who are already benefitting from 
the motor traffic which is using 








the new roads going out of 
Shanghai. It is, therefore, desir- 
able that the’ development of 


Chapoo should be allowed to 
proceed without the hindrance 
to which it is apparently being 
subjected by provincial offcialdom. 
‘Why at this juncture it should 
be desired to create a military 
establishment at Chapoo it is a 
little dificult to understand, but 
there is a sugyestion that" pre~ 
parations against a possible descent 
ot the Japanese on that coast 
necessitates the action which the 
authorities appear to have taken. 
‘They have notified foreign and 
Chinese owners of property to 
vacate their holdings within three 
days, without, so far as can be 
iscertained any promise of re~ 
compense for the sacrifice they 
would force upon the proprietors. 
‘The first step taken was to forbid 
the taking of photographs of the 
fortifications around Chapoo. Then 
the digging of trenches through 
land owned by Chinese as well as 
foreigners, and sometimes the 
actual occupation of the property 
followed. On Sunday roads in the 
‘area were blocked, and hundreds 
‘of people were turned back, being 
allowed access to neither the beach 
nor the hills. The last step 
was the notification to. the 
Lazarist Fathers, and the Marist 
Brothers, both of which missions 
have been in that area for the 
past twenty years, to leave within 
three days. They were given no 
reason, out when they stated that 
they would not move, they were 
told that in that event “the au- 
thorities will take no responsibility 
for the safety of the missions, 
when the Japanese arrive.” The 
possibility of the Japanese descend- 
ing in force upon Chapoo is so 
remote as to be laughable, and it is 
difficult to escape the conclusion 
that minor officials are animated 
by motives of cupidity rather than 
by any.real anticipation of the 








dread event which they so readily | 


invoke as a reason for their 
strange conduct. Even if it were 
necessary to create a fortress at 
Chapoo, there is every reason to 
Believe’ that this could be done 
without interfering with the 
development of such a resort as 


[there are prospects of Chapoo 


ultimately being. Indeed some of 
the most important fortifications 
of the world are in the vicinity of 
well-known seaside resorts without 
either one interfering with the 
other. 

Judging from the reply made to 
telegraphic representation to Nan- 
king, by the Automobile Club of 
China, the authorities there have 
no knowledge of the matter, and 
indeed they are reported to have 
referred the Club to the Chekiang 
officials, which clearly absolves 
the Central Government of any 
complicity in the matter. That 
they must eventually be drawn 
into the dispute is evidenced by 
the fact that the incident is the 
subject of a strong protest by the 
French authorities to the Nanking 
Government, to which, up to the 
time of writing, no reply had been 
received. Once it is before them 
there can be only two considera 
tions which should be allowed to 
weigh in the settlement of the 
dispute which arises. If indeed it 
is necessary to create fortifications 
involving the hills and the beach 
which are so attractive, there 
Probably every reason why it 
should not be converted into a 
residential and holiday making 
centre, though as has been pointed 
out both can exist side by side 
without there necessarily being 
‘any mutual interference. That, of 
course, Must, be solely for ‘the 
Chinese government to decide, the 
‘only authority which can properly 
do s0; but once it has decided upon 
the necessity of such a step, it is 
imperative in the interests of fair 
dealing that those who are asked 
to surrender their property should 
be adequately reimbursed for the 
holdings of which they are thus 
deprived. It will be regretted if 
‘the Chinese government does 
decide to close the area for military 











reasons. The heed for such resorts | hi 


adjacent to Shanghai has been 
apparent for years past, and 
‘though various schemes” have 
‘been mooted from time to time, 
Chapoo has appeared the only. 
Place best fitted to meet require- 
ments. But if the military needs 
are such that the whole scheme 
has to be abandoned, it is earnestly 
suggested that the Nanking Gov- 
ernment should ensure that the 
pioneers who started it shall not 
be allowed to lose anything by 
reason of the thwarting of thelr 
designs. 








BRITISH FILMS 
July 12. 

‘The letter of “¥.O-¥." appearing 
in the correspondence columns of 
today’s issue raises a very per 
tinent point with regard to the pro- 
duction of British films in Shang- 
hai, and it may be said at the out- 
set’ that, though past experiences 
of British films have not been 
entirely successful, there is, how- 
ever, reason to believe that, given 
a proper opportunity, productions 
from Elstree and places like that 
should stand just as good a chance 
of securing popularity as those 
pictures which come from America. 
There have been in the past 
sporadic attempts to produce 
British films in Shanghai, and ex- 
perience has shown that where the 
film was a really good one it 
obiained just as satisfactory sup- 
port as its American competitors. If 
memory serves right, the first 
British productions to be shown in 
‘Shanghai appeared occasionally at 
‘the Embassy. Later, at somewhat 
rare intervals, similar pictures 
were shown at the Carlton and, 
within the last two years, attempts 
have been made to run a house 
exclusively upon British products. 
It is an open seeret that this latter 
attempt was not successful and 
‘apparently has now come to an 
end. But it does not appear that 
the quality of the British picture 
was in any way responsible for the 
failure. Indeed, while of course 
the pictures shown varied in 
quality, as they do with the 
American productions, “there is 
evidence in the attendances re- 
corded at the Lyceum Theatre that 
British films were developing 2 
public of their own and might, in 





‘the course of not too long a period, 
have firmly settled themselves in 


the affections of the ‘Shanghai! 
cinema-goer. 

Tt has to be admitted that when 
British film producers first went 
into the business their work com- 
pared very unfavourably with that 
of the Hollywood producers. That 
was chiefly due to comparatively 
oor photography and technical 
production; for it is an interesting 
fact that a large number of the 
actors who took part in producing 
these films later made considerable 
successes for themselves when they 
were given contracts in California. 
With the advent of the “talkie” the 
demand for _ English-speaking 
actors considerably —_ improved. 
‘American favourites were obliged 
to take lesons in the pronuncia~ 
{ion of the mother tongue and 
there was a general change brought 
about in. American production 
Which left an imposing English 
stamp on their work. That, now- 
ever, does not mean that the 
‘American film is. exclusively 
‘suitable to a market such as 
Shanghai presents. Indeed, a more 
cosmopolitan gathering of cinema 
goers could hardly be found any- 
‘where else in the world, ‘That this 
is 50 is evidenced by the occasional 
successes af some French of 
German pictures, even though the 
number of persons speaking the 

inguages sufficiently 0 follow the 
dialogue is ina very decided 
minority. Without "going too 
deeply into the cause of the failure 
fof the British lm in Shanghai 
probably one of the greatest | 
factors militating against them was 
the very uneven” quality of the 
pictures which arrived here. It is 
fan unfortunate fact that cinema 
masterpieces cannot be produced 
every week, and the result is that 
exhibitors are obliged to take a 
very fair quantity of poor materi 
for every oié important film which 
fs released to them. That is true 
‘of the cinema business throughout 
the world, and it would probably 
‘Surprise cinema-goers in Shanghs 
if they could be Informed of the 
number of films which exhibitors 
hhave to accept in their quota which 
they do not even show in Shang- 

Nevertheless it. is desirable 
that British masterpieces which 
suffer no unfavourable comparison 
with those of other countries 
should obtain adequate exhibition 
fn this city. 


‘The evidence that Hollywood Is 
‘endeavouring to keep British Alms 
out of Shanghai is not particularly 
strong. It may be that local 
interests pledged to American 
Productions would be reluctant to 
See a growing British competition 
in Shanghai; there is also reason 
to believe ‘that when an ex- 
ceptionally good British picture is 
available they will, if they can 
Secure it, be only ‘too ready to 
show it here, as they have done 
in times past. What is wanted is 
that there should be sufficiency of 
good pictures from England to 
maintain a comparatively high 
class of showing in Shanghai, and 
that there should be a theatre set 
‘aside for the exhibition of such 
pictures. The fact that the his 
tories of past ventures in this direc- 
tion have not been particularly 
fortunate should not weigh against 
‘any proposal to make similar at- 
tempts in the future. There is 
Feason to believe that the last 
attempt to bring British pictures 
permanently into Shanghai was 
not successful chiefly because the 
Promoters sought to extend their 
activities too quickly, and the 
impression is gained that had they 
concentrated solely on the Lyceum 
Theatre, where a clientele was 
steadily being obtained, that 
theatre might by now have firmly 
established itself in the affections 
of British film fans. ‘The question 
might be explored as to whether it 
would not be possible to make 
arrangements whereby the Lyceum 
might still be used for the purpose 
of showing British films of prime 
importance. That would, of 
course, mean that the theatre 
‘would only be used when there was 
a film in Shanghai justifying the 
use of the theatre for the purpose, 
and would not need the establish- 
ment of a permanent organization 
for the continuous running of the 
house as a cinema theatre. But 
‘again there are difficulties arising 
from the manner in which films 
are marketed, and unless it were 
Possible for “them tobe shown 
elsewhere in China their importa- 
tion merely for exhibition in 
‘Shanghai would be a costly affair, 
which might not eventually prove 
remunerative. 
































CONSTITUTION CHANGE 

July 13. 
It_is understood that the pro- 
jposed changes in the revised 
draft of the Chinese Constitution 
Jare published at the present junc- 
jture for the purpose. of public 
information and criticism, and that 
they will not come into’ foree for 
fabout six months. If that is 
indeed so it seems to be a wise 
jprovision for the changes which 
jare proposed are so radical and 
indicate so complete a volte face 
fon the subject of the presidency 
of China, that they will need to be 
{given the fullest possible considera- 
tion before they are given the force 
lof law. As originally designed the 
President of China was to have 
been a mere figurehead. The real 
administrative power was to have 
been vested in the Executive 
Yuan, and he would have been 
called upon to do little else shan 
represent the republic in foreign 
relations. The changes now made 
give him very wide powers indeed, 
making him practically a dictator, 
[though there are certain restraints 
lupon him, which in the case of 3 
particulariy forceful President 
‘would amount to little if anything 
Jat all. Parallels can be found in 
jother republican constitutions and 
there are indications in the docu 
ment that foreign examples have 
been followed. Perhaps of even 
Jereater importance are the chapters 
dealing with finance and the 
‘national forces, the former in partl~ 
‘cular seeking to introduce changes 
jin the financial system of the 
lcountry which should force 
ladministrative bodies of whatever 
nature to adopt the system of 
budgets and estimates. ‘They are 
prohibited from exceeding their 
jestimates save in the case of 
lemergency which has been various- 
ly described as (1) national de- 
fence or the protection of peace 
land order, (2) natural calamities 
jor (3) urgently needed engineer 
Jing projects. By these means a 
degree of elasticity is given the 
prohibitions which should enable 
the government to deal with any 
type of grave situation which 
might arise. 


Considerable control is left in 
the hands of the Legislative Yuan 
jwhich, if exercised in the manner 
the compilers would apparently 
Ihave it, should keep a firm check 
jupon the levying of all forms of 
taxation, no matter by wi 
section ' of the administrative 
system, and also upon the issuance 
lof bonds for the purpose of raising 
jmoney and the granting or with- 
Jdrawal of coricessions and com- 

















mercial privileges. It is also pro- 
vided that local governments, 
Jwhether provineial, district or 





‘municipal shall not’ borrow trom 
Horeign sources nor make use of 
foreign capital. The chapter deal- 
ing with the national forces. is 
\designed to bring all existing 
troops, or those eventually to be 
lorganized under the conscription 
system completely under the con- 
{trol of the government, and clearly 
Jaims at the removal of the system 
Jwhereby armies are in existence 
having but personal allegiance to 
the leader who may or may not 
pay them. It is anticipated that 
{this section of the constitution 
jwill require considerable effort 
[before it is fully enforced, which 
it will have to be before the coun- 
try can embark upon a system of 
jwholesale conseription which is 
Jobviously desimed for the purpose 
lof giving the nation the strongest 
possible army with which to 
jwithstand aggression. It is to 
be anticipated that when it is 
lenforced conscription will prove 
lexceptionally expensive, not only 
jso far as the maintenance of the 
Isystem is concerned, but also 
regards the provision of material 
for so enormous a force. Con- 
scription does not seem entirely 
Jadaptable to the characteristics of 
ithe Chinese nation and it is clear 
that it will impose a very con- 
jsiderable burden upon the finances 
jof the country. Nevertheless. 
[despite such military provisions it 
is clearly intended that the govern- 
Iment shall ultimately be civilian, 
jand that the military man shall be 
relegated to his proper place in the 
Jcountry's administrative system. It 
jis not to be believed that the 
military leaders will very readily 
lagree to a proposal which deprives 
them of the commanding positions 
they Hold throughout the country 
land it is to be anticipated that 
‘sooner or later there will be some 
resistance’ to the changes proposed. 

‘These new constitutional pro- 
posals are a decided advance upon 
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{those for which they are subzitut- 
led. Experience has show. that. a

If Chao Kung is being dealt with 
‘a little hardly by correspondents 
it can but be said that he hi 
indeed asked for it. The Abbot 
has raised the question of the 
reluctance of certain countries to 
jalow him to sojourn within their 
borders for the purpose of spread~ 
ing the Buddhist religion. As hi 
jalready been pointed out there is 
no objection to Buddhism and 
lunder the religious toleration which 
is almost universally practised it 
ean be preached without let or 
hindrance. The objection is to 
Chao Kung himself, and that ob- 
ject is by no means as capricious 
is in the case of the well known 
‘Dr, Fell, of whom it was said: 
“I do not like thee, Dr, Fell. 
‘The reason why I cannot tell: 
But this I know, I know full well 
1 do not like thee, Dr. Fell.” 
|The reasons why Chao Kung is un- 
welcomed in the countries to which 
he addressed his advertisement on 
‘Thursday morning are too well 
known to need emphasis here, and 
‘they have nothing to do with the 
religion he is now practising. It is 
possible, of course, that the Abbot 
burning with missionary zeal 
would strictly confine his activities 
{to the preaching of his gospel, but 
any reasonable government would 
want to be perfectly sure of the 
fact. True they would in the 
main be able to deal with him if 
fhe transgressed the law, but that 
jis no reason why they should ex- 
[tend to him a hospitality which in 
‘some cases he does not appear to 
fhave recognized with quite that 
Jdegree of courtesy which should 
inspire for him the hearty wel- 
come which, apparently, he so 
keenly misses. 
‘These reflections are reinforced 
by the impassioned letter which 
lappears in the correspondence 
columns to-day from the Abbot, 
[despite his promise some days ago 
‘that he did not intend to enter 
into a controversy. Chao Kung 
seems to be labouring under the 
impression that the right of entry 
into a country is inalienable. That 
is only true in the case where a 
man wishes to enter his own coun- 
try, and only then when he has 
not lost his nationality. If Chao 
Kung has not lost his British 
nationality he can undoubtedly 
[insist on his right to enter Great 
Britain, and there are appropriate 
methods by which it could be 
insisted on. If, however, he has 
lost his status’ as a British sub- 
{ject his right to insist on entry into 
JGreat Britain and British territory 
‘went with it, The mere assump- 
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tion of the role of’ an- ecclesiastical 
dignitary in the Buddhist faith 
carries no weight whatsoever. The 
State is not concerned with his 
religion nor his desire to convert 
Britons from the Christian faith to 
‘one of which Chao Kung is so 
interesting an ornament. There 
might have been something to be 
said for him, had the belated re- 
entance appearing in a book 
which he has now repudiated been 
true. The letter published to-day 
suggests that it is not and that 
Chao Kung is endeavouring to 
arrogate unto himself an it 
portance and a status which can 
never now be his, 

‘The Abbot's allegations that he 
is a victim of a campaign of 
calumnies and vilification is not 
impressive. He has had oppor- 
tunities to disprove the charges 
which have been made against him, 
‘and he has not succeeded in doing 
so, It may be argued that the 
treatment which is now accorded 
hhim is a continuance of punishment 
‘at variance with the theory that 
‘once a man has purged offence 
there is an end to the matter. That 
would indeed be ideal if it wes 
$0, but Abbot Chao. Kung has him- 
it to thank if he receives no very 
enthusiastic support for his claim to 
rights of which in the opinion of 
many he should, be deprived. His 
Buddhist rank means nothing one 
way or the other in this present 
dispute, it is not even suggested 

his conversion to the faith is 
anything but real, but the person 
Chao Kung, or Trebitsch Lincoln is 
definitely a person who is not 
‘wanted in certain countries. ‘The 
world, however, is large. ‘There 
are still governments who might 
consent to entertain this pilgrim 
of misfortune |hospitably, and the

the citadel of France’s monarchy is 
too well known {o need repetition 
here, Tt is a vital, virile story full 
of historical drama and painted in 
all the lurid colours of a great 
revolution. Tt was a day in which 
the repressed passions of a people 
found expression in the destruc 
tion of the emblems of a careless 
tyranny, one as devoid of any 
sense of responsibility as it was 
inept when the erisis came upon 
it. Tn the days which followed 
was evidenced the — mercurial 
character of the people aroused by 
the first scents of vietory and 
spurred on with a. courage amply 
reinforced by the initial advantages 
they gained. Tt is doubtful 
whether, if the king had possessed 
any other character than he had, 
‘the result of the movement which 
started on this day so many years 
ago would have had any different 
result. Tt might have been post 
poned, but the seeds of successful 
Fevolt’ had been sown and it 
was merely a question of time 
when they would come to a 
full fruition. “Tt was not a re~ 
bellion, but a revolution, though 
if most of those who took part 
could have been interviewed in 
early days of the movement even 
‘they might have gone no further 
than to deseribe it as an outbreak 
confined to the capital and likely 
to spread no. further. But the 
spark of revolt lit in Paris sped 
with inconceivable rapidity through 
the fuses of discontent until within 
comparatively short time the 
whole country was one vast con- 
fagration, 7 

Much has happened since that 
eventful day. A new France arose 
and, weathering storms of the 
greatest magnitude, has proceeded 
from eminence to’ eminence, has 
established herself as a- Power in 
the world, and one which cannot 
be lightly’ disregarded. It is not 
always possible to agree with 
‘everything that the French Govern- 
ment does, nor with every aspect 














Jot its policy. The nation which 
jcan present a counsel of perfection 
Hor all emergencies has yet to be 
born, and, if ever it is, is likely 
to be an uncomfortable companion. 
[During the twelve months which 
fnave elapsed since last reference 
jwas made to Quatorze Juillet much 
has happened with regard to 
[France's relations with other coun- 
tries in Europe. A trade dispute 
between herself and Great Britain 
has been satistactorily settled. The 
[French Government has sought to 
follow a policy with regard to 
|Germany which has not earned the 
Jwhole-hearted sympathy of White- 
hall, though there are indications 
that a completer understanding of 
the position of France and its 
Reeds, will lead to a greater British 
Jcomplacence and perhaps to 
tolerance. The impression is, 
jgaining ground in Britain, that if 
she cannot go the whole way with 
France in her foreign policy, the 
peculiar needs of that country 
justify her endeavours to obtain 
the security which, troublesome as 
the doctrine may ‘appear to other 
more fortunately placed, is one 
Jwhich of necessity has ‘been ac- 
leepted and {s insisted upon by the 
Quai d'Orsay. It is but natural, 
therefore, that there have been 
Jdifferences of opinion between the 
two nations on either side of the 
Channel, but none of them have 
had any effect in diminishing the 
lvery great regard that the one has 
for the other. 

Friendship is not purchased; 
the subordination of one party's 
Jopinion to the other, nor in a 
servile acceptance of all that one 
Jot the two wishes to do. There is 
jand must be in any real friendship, 
ithe right to criticize and the 
privilege to differ, a preservation 
Jot identity and not the submersion 
Jot one into the other.

‘Thus France may 
est assured of the friendship of 
JGreat Britain, even though it is an.

DEVELOPING CHINA’S 
NORTH-WEST 


Water Projects First Portion 
of Programme 


Tsingtao, July 15. 

Development of water’ conservancy 
fs the first step in the Government's 
programme for the reconstruction of 
the North-west, sald Mr. . V. Soong, 
member of the Standing Committee 
of the National Economie Council, in 
‘an_interview here. 

During his recent investigation 
tour of the Northwest, Mr. Soong re- 
marked, he paid particular attention 
to the question of water conservancy 
in the North-western provinces. As 
the result of that trip, he is deeply 
convinced the opening of 
frrigation canals is absolutely in 
dispensable for the rehabilitation of 
the rural districts in’ the Northwest. 

‘Several irrigation canals are 
already in existence in Shensi, he 
cpntinued. Banking interests have 
invested heavily in the development 
of those canals. It is now planned 
to open. more canals in Shensi, and 
the funds will be rcised jointly by 
the National Economie Couneil and 
'tme Shensi Provincial Government. 

‘The Government is also con- 
templating the opening of irrigation 
canals in Ninghsia and Kansu. For 
this purpose, it has already decided 
to remit a sum of $£00000 to the 
latter province. Tt is estimated that 
the canals when completed will be 
able to irrigate an area of 600,000 
mow and turn it into fertile farm 
Tand. In four or five years, a total 
of 2 or 3 million mow of farm land 
will ‘be made productive by the 
evelopment of waterways, Mr. 
Soong said—Kuo Min.

Groundless 


Tokyo, July 13. 

‘The Foreign Office’ issued a 
lengthy statement to-day concerning 
the recent announcement in the 
House of Commons to the effect that 
the British Ambassador at Tokyo 
had been instructed to make re- 
presentations as regards the cutting 
Jom of the treaty port of Antung to 
|sea-going craft, ‘contrary + to. the 
undertaking given by the Japanese 
Foreign Minister in 1910, and to ask 
for the re-opening of the bridge to 
enable shipping to pass. 

‘The Foreign OMlce begins by 
saying that there is practically no 
ground for the British protest, 

The statement refers to the an- 
nouncement made by the Chosen 
Government on January 31, that the 
railway swing-bridge "between 
Antung and Shinwiju_ would not 
fopen after March 15 for the passage 
of shipping. 

It also refers to the application 
‘made in June by the British Ambas- 
sador for continuance of the facl- 
lities. ‘This was based on the 
Japanese communication of 1910 in 
Which it was stated that construc 
tion of a railway-bridge would not 
interfere with Britain's right to trade 
with the Chinese treaty. port of 
Antung, as conceded in the Sino 
‘American ‘Treaty of 1903. 

Not Duty-Bouna 

‘The Foreign OMce declares that 
such a treaty would not have power 
to bind a third party and Japan 
does not think herself duty-bound 
to maintain the swing-bridge in 
operation. 

Furthermore, owing to changes in 
the river bed, ocean-going » craft 
cannot steam ‘above Santaotaotou, 
seven miles below Antung, and this 
‘eliminates the need for the bridge. 

Finally, the Foreign Office poinis 
out that, after 20 years of use, the 
machinery of the bridge is in’ bad 
jcondition and needs repairs which 
would involve considerable expense.

Yesterday, the July 4 fireworks and 
other celebrations came off well. We 
had an unusually Jarge number up 
from Tientsin for the Bank holidays, 
trains came up full. Many had 10 
take ordinary trains, because they 
could not get berths, but as we have 
four trains each day running to the 
beach it was possible to carry all 
applicants, 














New Hotels 
‘The local authorities of the rail- 
way have opened two very fine 
hotels, and the charges are not at all 
exorbitant. Besides this: they have 
opened upa nice billiard room at 
the beach, they also have provided 
good clean bath houses at the beach, 
where one can obtain clean bathing 
attire and clean towels, with a shower 
of fresh water for a small payment, 


Police Control Good 
‘The police control leaves little to be 
desired. and the hinterland is well 
guarded. “There are several companies 
of “pao’an tui” stationed in the 
villages some distance from the Beach, 
We also have a Chinese gunboat off 
the beach, stationed permanently, to 
attend to the coast boats. So it 
will be seen that Peitasho must be 
accepted asa desirable place, 

‘The electric lighting plant is now 
funetioning, “As the work of Atting 
‘and connecting with houses goes on 
feach day, there are a few troubles to 
contend with: This it is hoped will be 
remedied as the connecting work 
ceases. ‘The light Is good, and al 
though the price of current’ is higher 
‘than formerly, the hours of supply 
fare much longer, and street lights 
are better,

Shanghai, July 14 

Tales of drought and flood ‘at the 
same time continue to pour in from 
the four corners of China, It would 
almost appear impossible to find any 
place at present where the weather, 
‘nd the conditions concomitant with 
i, could be termed in any way 
normal. AS a natural consequence 
the condition of the farming areas 
is growing dally more alarming. In 
those districts where drought has not 
burned the grourid to a crisp, floods 
have washed away whole villages and 
the crops with them.

Cool Judgment Prevails: Many Problems Being Settled: 
New Governor for Chihli 


Faost Ou Own 


Peiking, July 7. 

Not for some considerable time 
has there been such a flutter in the 
diplomatic dovecotes in Peking, as 
occurred on July 2, when the news 
of the bombing of ‘the first through 
Peking-Mukden train trickled 
through. 

"There was the usual wild crop of 
rumours as to possible action on the 
part of the Japanese, and it was 
generally feared that’ the incident 
Svould be utilized, as many others 
ave been, to impose a series of 
sanctions that would result in the 
Japanese assuming full responsibility 
{for the guarding of the railway from 
Peking to Shanhalkuan, ‘This would 
have resulted in virtual control. 

"This fear was fully dissipated, how- 
ever, when Colonel Shibayama, 
Japanese Military Attaché, declared 
iat the Japanese authorities had no 
intention whatsoever of taking any 
steps. The whole incident was being 
treated ag a. “local incident, 
stated, and It would be “liquidated” 
‘once the perpetrators had been seiz~ 
ed, In the meantime every assur- 
‘ance would be given that adequate 
steps had been taken to prevent a 
recurrence of the tragedy. 

‘Questioned as to whether there was 
any intention of increasing the exist 
fog ttain guard of seven Japanese, 
the Japanese Military Attaché stated 
that, although the matter was not 
‘exactly within his province, he could 
nevertheless affirm that there was! 
not. In fact, providing there were no. 
further occurrences, it was very prob- 
able that the guards would be 
withdrawn very shortly. 

‘The final result of it ail, is that the 
whole incident is being’ treated in| 
1 sensible, logical and friendly mi 
ner, #0 that extremists on either side 
have every reason to, feel disappoint 
ed—the perpetrators of the outr:

al out of the affair. 

Highly Significant

Sensationary Story of War Preparations: Business 
Liquidation in Harbin Said in Progress 


Frost Our Own Commstoxoext 


Harbin, June 28. 

‘The Jupanese registered newspaper 
in Harbin, the “Harbin Times,” has 
just published a most extraordinary 
Statement regaxding a capture of a 
Soviet spy who, it is alleged, gave 
some very sensational information. 

‘According to this paper Japanese 
‘gendarmes received most interesting 
Information from @ Soviet spy named 
Osip Maksimovieh, who was arrested 
{in the middle of May at Mulin station 
and has made a full confession. 

‘Maksimovich gave a great deal of 
sensational information on the Soviet 
situation as regards the USSR. con- 
struction ‘work in the Far East and 
the present state in the affairs of 
communist underground work in 
North Manchuria, * 

‘The spy was captured at the mo- 
ment when he was getting on to a. 
goods train helped by a CER.

Bye-witnesses estimated that the 
plane must have -been travelling at 
fully 350 miles and hour in its down- 
ward dive when the accident occurred.

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NEW SHANGHAI HEAT RECORD SET UP 


Siecawei Thermometers Reach 104.4: Drought Threat: 
No Settlement Fears of Food Shortage 


Selling a new record temperature 
for Shanghai, Siecawei Observatory’s 
thermometers shortly before noon 
fon Thursday, reached 1044 degrees 
Fahrenheit. ‘The temperature at the 
Cathedral was also a record, being 
1042. 

Peals’ of thunder echoed over the 
western district, while the sky over 
Siecawet and in the direction of 
Minghong grew lead coloured, and 
banks of clouds piled up. 

‘The thermometer steadily mounted, 
and a few minutes before noon 
Teached its record figure, subsequent- 
ly declining a little, ‘The thundes 
storm, however, refused to brea) 
and for the second time in a for 
night Shanghai misséd the downpour 
‘which had been hoped for. 


Situation Serious 
Crops in the neighbourhood are in 
fa serious condition because of the 














Grought, ‘The last rain, eighteen days 
‘ago, was insignificant—a mere 02 
inches. Since January 1, the tolal 


rainfall at Shanghai, os recorded at 
Blecawel. has been 15.73 inches, 
compared with the 61 year average 
for the same period of 25.03 inches. 

Rice has become expensive, and in 
this connection the Shanghai Agricul- 
tural Assoelation has submitted 
petition to the Social Affairs Depart 
ment of the Municipal Government

Iti further emphasized in the pro- 
posals that ‘drought can only be 
Averted on the basis of scientific 
methods and can never be prevented 
Through superstitious ways. 

‘While the Shanghal-hsien Agricul~ 
tural Association asked the City Gov- 
ernment to organize a committee for 
the "prevention of the threatened 
Grougnt, the various Chinese chari- 
fable organizations, at a meeting held 
at the Jen Chi” "Tang Benevolent 
Soclety, Yunnan Road, on Tuesday 
(duly 40) afternoon, resolved to ask 
Gen, Wu Te-chen, the Mayor of Great 
er Shanghai, to order the cessation of 
the slaughter of live stock for a week,

‘The huge number of 2,657 sickness 
cases, directly attributable to. the 
heat ‘wave during the past fortnight,

continued hot, dry spell. Of this 
Humber 36 have died during the: 
fortnight, ‘This report was given to} 
the "North-China Herald” on Wed~ 
nnesday evening by the Summer Dis- 
teases Hospital in Tibet Road, ‘who:

‘The Roman Catholic Church in the 
Shanghai area is offering prayers for 
rain, Bishop Haouissee has Issued a 
‘memorandum to all priests requesting 
them to hold special prayers, during 
Holy Mass, for a period of nine days. 


City's Food Supply 
Heat and drought have seared 
Shanghal and environs for weeks 
past, but to date the city’s food sup-

eaby. the extraordinary conditions. 
‘According to officials of the Public 
Health Department, the heat wave 
has had little effect on the volume 
fand quality of the products received 
fat the various markets and no short 
‘ot any important foodstuff is 
anticipated should the heat and 
Grought continue. It is pointed out 
that ‘with the hot weather has come 
fan appreelable decrease in the 
demand for food. 


‘The market inspectors of the De- 
partment have noted the receipt of 
hormal and satistactory supplies at 
ail the larger markets in the Settle- 
ment. There "has been a certain 
slackening of business and no rises 
in price are reported. Water melons 
have made their appearance in large 
‘uantities as a result of the weather. 
Fruit in some instances has been of 
a poorer quality. 

Health inspectors have generally 
been” active in destroying inferior 
‘orange squash, which has been 
sold widely by hawkers to the Chi- 
nese population.

MR. C. F. STRICKLAND 
COMING HERE 


Rural Co-operative Bodies to 
Be Started in China 
om Our Own Comesonoent 


Tondon, July 12, 
Mr. C. F, Strickland, formerly ot 
the Indian’ Civil’ Service, and a 
brother of the late Mr. W. R. Strick- 
land, of the China Salt Gabelle, Is 
leaving for Shanghai on July 26 under 
the auspices of the "Universities of 
China Committee and the Nanking 
University, to initiate Rural Co-opera- 
tive Societies. 

Tn a special interview to-day, he 
said that he had been expressly. as- 
signed this work for twelve years 
by the Indian Government and. that 
he had travelled in Europe studying 
agricultural societies. ‘These had 
already had great success in India, 
Mr. Strickland declared, and he 
imagined that -the problems of the 
Chinese farmers were most similar.

Suspected Reds

express arrived at the Shanghai 
North Railwya Station last Wednes- 
day, 19 youths were removed trom 
the train and taken into the custody 


of the Shanghal Public Safety 
When questioned, officials of 


the Public Safety Bureau stated the 
arrests had been made by them ac- 
cording to instructions from Nanking 
authorities who declared the arrested 
men were suspected of Communist 
propaganda, 

‘Twenty-four Communists were 
sent to Nanking by train under 
guard on Sunday.

Eight patients 
dled, and Dr. C. S. Teng, in charge 
of the Hospital, searched frantically 
for ice and more ice to combat the 
amazing temperatures that had to be 
reduced, somehow, anyhow, to save 
life, “He had no exact record readily 
at hand to give the terrific tempers 
tures registered by patients that 
first day, but he has. statistics on 
those since, Twenty-nine vietims in 
all, from the second day onwards, 
were admitted with temperatures ali 
above 103 degrees “by axilla".

Only the waiting patients seemed 
awed into speechlessness. ‘Their 
groans and complaints ceased magi- 
cally In the presence of one so 
obviously sicker than they. Every 
eye seemed glued on the nurse, who 
flanced at her watch and read the 
thermometer, stared at it an instant 
to verity the temperature, and waited 
for Dr. Hsu to give her his full at- 
tention. He raised his eyes the in- 
stant he had completed the ameh's 
prescription, querying the nurse with 
slightly raised brows. 

“One Hundred cight degrees, and 
four tenths,” she announced quietly. 
‘The patient continued to labour for 
breath. 

‘The doctor smited wearily, “It is 
the record high temperature for sun- 
stroke for the year,” he observed to 
the reporter, “One hundred eight 
degrees. was the highest—this means 
that that man has. the phenomenal 
temperature of 109.4 and he is. still 
living.” He felt his pulse, smiled 
with something like satisfaciion, “It 
is weak, and very rapid, 146 oF 90, 
but strong enough so that he has a 























chance.” Rapidly he scribbled orders 
on a fresh chart.

‘Twenty minutes later. the reporter 
saw two nurses and two coolies, run- 
rning with perspiration in the relent 
less heat of a ward, bending every, 
ounce of energy to the task of saving. 
an unknown coolie. He lay, still 
unconscious, labouring for breath, but 
possibly very, very slightly less 
furiously so than when he was borne 
into the Hospital 

Each nurse and each coolie held 
a chunk of ice and with it massaged 
the prone body. Dr. Teng watched, 
noting the ice-caps on the man’ 
chest and head, the icc under his 
arm-pits, touching the burning flesh, 
again taking the futtering pulse. “He 
hhas a chance—really, he has a chance! 
He seems to have responded ever s0 
slightly—but somewhat. Maybe we 
can save him—what else can I do?

NEW ZEALAND DUTIES ON) 
BRITISH GOODS 


Wellington, July 10. 

It has been proposed by the Min- 
ister of Customs and approved. by 
the House of "Representatives that 
duties be totally abolished on a 
number of British articles and that 
generous concessions of between fif- 
teen and ffty per cent. be made 
with regard to a range of others.

NEW IMPORT TARIFF 
DEFENDED 


Dr. Kung Says Revision Made 
with Utmost Care 





r of pro- 
{tests Irom native merchants against 
the revised schedule of Customs 
tariff which was. branded as di 
mental to certain domestic industries, 
Dr. H. H. Kung, Minister of Finance 
who refurned here from Nanking by 
J2eroplane on Friday afternoon, inter- 
viewed by press representatives at 
the Central Bank yesterday stated 
that the new Customs tariff had been 
promulgated by the Ministry only 
fatter lenginy and most careful study 
by the authorities concerned, 

Dr. Kung told his interviewers 

iat "the consternation now existing 
Jamong certain groups of merchants 
Jabout the new Customs tarift was 
Unnecessary because the ulmost care 
]was taken by the authorities when 
they were engaged in revising the 
larifl, “It took six months for the 
experts to complete the study of the 
‘new tariff which was revised no less 
than four times before it was 
promulgated at the-beginning of this 
month for enforcement, Dr. Kung 
said. 

‘Taking as examples the slight in- 
Jerease in the duty on machinery and 
jsome reductions on certain cotton 
goods, the Finance Minister said that 
the inerease and reductions had been 
made in the new tariff entirely on 
basis of the principles of Customs 
[protection and reciprocal treatment. 
‘Some increase ‘on. machinery had 
been made when it could be pro- 
duced domestically, but there was no 
increase on machinery for the supply 
Jof which China must depend upon 
foreign countries. 

Tn connection with the reduction 
fon cotton goods, the Minister sald 
that the reductions were made only 
fon certain printed cotton piece 
goods, very Intle of which was pro- 
‘duced in China, 


Reciprocal ‘Treatment 
Dr. Kung pointed out that, in a 
ing with foreign trade the’ question 
of reciprocal treatment would have 
to be considered. In view of the 
almost bankrupt state of China's 
rural districts, the Government, in 
order to encourage the exportation 
fof Chinese products, deemed it 
necessary to make reductions in the 
import duty on certain foreign goods 
with the hope that Chinese products 
would enjoy reciprocal treatment 
‘when they reached foreign ports. 

‘The Minister said he was perfectly 
ready to receive merchants or their 
Jdelegates in regard to the new 
Customs tariff but requests for a 
Fevision of the new Customs tariff 
could be considered only when they 
were accompanied by proper 
Feasons. 

‘Questioned about his impressions 
‘on his extensive tour of the nortnern 
Provinces, the Finance Minister de- 
clared his impressions were very 
}good during his tour of Santung, 
‘Chihli, ‘Shans, ete, although the 
hot weather caused” him some dis 
Jeomfort. Owing to the unbearable

Hollywood has been trying to buy 
up our stars as fast as we make 
them and some keen observers see in 
this greater gambling effort than 
the American Stock Market, with 
similar crash ahead for Hollywood, 
Hugh ‘Williams, Pat Paterson, 
Heather Angel, Carl Brisson are only 
Ja few of such stars, 

Charles Laughton however refused 
to be bought and has done much to 
Dust’ the game and put England on 
the film map. He refused a fortune 
‘and went back to London to act on 
the stage at the Old Vie in Shakes 
pearian plays at £20.00 a week to 
‘Gemonstrate that he is an artist and 
‘not merely a commercial commodity. 
Hollywood also failed with Jan 
Kiepura, Some few months ago the 
world was. informed that Hollywood 
had got Kiepura on a seven year 
contract. Jan Kiepura failed to keep 
the mythieal. dale and has instead 
signed on with Gaumont British in 
London—the company that presented 
him to the world in "Tell Me To- 
Night”

Furthermore, “commissions”, addi 
tional “fees”, “interest on interest,” 
ete, are added so that, in the end, 
the’ rate paid by the victims of such 
proceedings amounts to as much as 
50 and 60 per cent. per annum! 

In many instances the rate of in- 
terest charged to people in desperate 
‘need of money has attained as ‘much 
as 150 per cent. and the miserable 
debtors, unable to meet such over 
whelming obligations, have been sent 
to Chinese guols by the money lenders 
contrary to the rule of law in every 
civilized country. “The aforesaid 
facts have been brought last year 
to the formal notice of the Consular 
Body and of the National Govern- 
‘ment at Nanking with the result that 
the local Chinese Court were re- 
‘quested to act with care before tak: 
ing into consideration the ruthless 
exactions of the money lenders. 

It is not correct to state that. local 
conditions allow such a state of 
affairs. Tons of silver are lying idle 
jin Shanghai and the Banks will lend 
money at the rate of 7 and even Oi 
er cent. per annum on joint signa 
tures, provided that the borrowers 
Joffer some kind of guarantee. People 
‘who have no standing, however, and 
Jnot the slightest guarantee become, 
then, the prey of the money “sharks” 
to quote the very terms of the law 
Jof the District of Columbia) and the 
latter extract their pound of flesh by 
threats of imprisonment or by re- 
porting the matter to the employers 
Jor the borrowers. T know two cases 
(one woman and one man, both 
Russians) who were driven to suicide 
Jon account of such inhuman proceed 
ngs. The latter case was reported 
jin the local foreign papers, a few 
months ago. 

Such being the facts and the truc 
situation as it has been already 
denounced. in the correspondence 
‘columns of the N-C.DN. on several 
instances, I take my hat off to the 
[learned Judge who sternly applied 
the Law of every civilized country.

Indian Debt Case

He had no receipts of payment from 
Basawa Singh. 

Judge A. G. Mossop gave judy 
ment against Bhagat Singh for the 
sum of $1440.80, plus $120 costs and 
$22 court fees. ° Regarding the claim 
made against the defendant's estates 
in India, His Lordship said he knew.

U. S. COURT FOR CHINA 


Interest Rate in Dispute 


Commenting in his written opinion 
that “itis strange after all these years”, 
that the issue of the rate of interest 
to be enforced against defendants in 
‘the US. Court in China should be 
presented as "a new and unsettled 
fone”, Judge Milton J. Helmick on 
Tuesday ~ (uly 10) delivered 
his “opinion in the case of the 
Finance Banking Corp, Ltd. 
versus. Luebbert’s, Pharmacy, Fed. 
Inc, US.A, defendant, and Milling- 
ton, Lid. et al, intervenors. The 
‘case, in which Mr. C. 8. Franklin of 
the law firm of Franklin and 
Harrington, ‘represented the plaintiff, 
and Mr. N, F. Allman of Allman and 




















set forth the significance of the points, 
Faised with regard to interest charges, 
apparently favours the District of 
Columbia Code relating to interest 
charges as the standard to prevail in 
eases Brought before the U.S. Court 
in China." This, in the opinion of 
many, is of vital concern, sinee vari- 
‘able charges are said to prevail in 
this community. 

‘Judge Helmick’s opini 
terday 1s as follows: 

Plaintiff seeks to foreclose its 
‘mortgage, upon all the assets of the 
defendant, in the sum of $45,902.52 
local currency, with interest at the 
fate of 12 per cent. per annum, The 
defendant corporation is in default, 
but certain unsecured creditors and 
certain majority stockholders of the 
corporation seek to intervene to ask 
for a receiver and to interpose the 
defense of usury based upon the 12 
per cent, rate and other alleged 
charges. 

‘Although usury is a defence per- 
sonal to the defendant, yet under cir- 
Cumstanees similar to these courts of 
‘equity usually permit creditors and 
‘Hockholders to raise the question of 
fnterest_when the defendant fails to 
do 0. ‘This appears to be the modern, 
tendency. 

‘The precise and narrow issue is 
what rate of interest can be enforced 
against defendants in this court, and 
itis strange that after all these years 
the issue should be presented as a 
ew and unsettled one. In 1923, in 
the case of Massey vs. Fernbach, No. 
2177, this court held specifically’ that 
the" District of Columbia "Code 
governed the matter in this jurisdic- 
tion, but erroneously applied a maxi- 
mum rate which had previously been 
feduced in the District of Columbia. 
‘The intervenors contend there is no 
alternative but to follow the District 
‘of Columbia Code, while plaintiffs 
Vigorously assert it is not adapted to 
Toeal conditions and therefore not 
fm force under the terms of the Con- 
Eressional Act which extended laws 
fof the United States to this jurl 
tion, but recited that “in all cases 
where such laws are not adapted 10 
the object **** the common law 

‘hall be extended in like man- 
ner”, Plaintift reminds the court 
that’ Iuniitations on interest rates 
were unknown at Common law but 
that usury is purely of statutory 
creation, and urge the conclusion 
that in ‘this Jurisdiction “the sky is 
the limit." It is argued in this con- 
nection that the local prevailing rate 
fof interest is high, the risk on loans 
{ frequently precarious, and an in- 
terest limit does not’ foster com- 
merce 

"The District of Columbia Code, tn 
briet, provides the rate of interest in 
the absence of express contract zhali

The 
old Consular Regulations, which were 
Continued on the creation of this 
court except where changed by rule 
of court, allowed interest at 12 per 
cent. atier judgment based on any 
sort of a demand or debt. Although 
this Consular Regulation seems never 
to have Been modified formally, it 
has apparently been ignored for 
‘many years. 

Since the Biddle case, the District 
of Columbia Code by policy and 
Usage of this court has become the 
primary legislation for this jurisdie- 
Yon, and consequently the question 
here apparently centres on adapta- 
bility. Habitually to test adaptability 
too freely tends to put this tribunal 
fn the anomalous position of both 
legislator and court. The task 
should be undertaken with great 
eaution and without inquiry into the 
desirability, wisdom or merits of 
legislation. Under the guise of test- 
ing the adaptability of the laws of 
the United States, this court should 
not reject appropriate statutes mere 
fy because it might wish they had 
been drawn differently. In this 
jurisdiction we may not have the 
benefit ot choosing to be bound by 
only such laws of the United States 
which we like and of fgnoring what 
we disiixe. 

No formal evidence was offered to 
prove the prevailing rate of interest 
charged for ordinary and commercial 
Yoans in this community, although 
able counsel on both sides argued 
these matters of fact. So far as 
common knowledge goes the interest 
rates charged Americans vary in 
this junsdiction but are not materi- 
ally ‘different from the District of 
Columbia and there seems to be no 
establisned rate. It is true usury 
was unknown at common law, but 
universal legislation on the subject 
has so fixed our policy that it is 
hard to conceive of a jurisdiction 
‘without an interest limit.” The Con- 
gressional attitude toward usury may 
be gathered trom* See. 85, Tille 12, 
USC.A. which provides that when 
no rate is nxed by the laws of the

Tn View of the foregoing, it is de- 
cldea that the District of ‘Columbia 
Code governs the sate of interest 
which shall be enforeed against de- 
fendants in this court.

FAMINE FEARED IN

“Hunger Stones” Appear in 
the River Rhine 


Front Ocm Own Commsroxonsz 


Berlin, July 10. 
Public anxiety caused’ by soaring 
food prices and a shortage in food 
has been intensified by the re- 
‘appearance to-day in the River 
Rhine near Kaub, of “hunger stones," 
‘traditional precursors of & 
which have been submerged for 
many decades.. The | re-appearance| 
of the “hunger stones” is due to the| 
drought which is responsible for the 
evel of the Rhine dropping con- 
siderably during the last week. 

‘The price of margarine recently 
has ofp enormously, while pure 
chases Bt potatoes, the staple food 
of the north German working class, 
thas been limited to. two Ib. daily. 
‘The German harvest this year is ex 
pected to be 29 per cent. below that 
‘of 1933 and this, added to the re- 
‘appearance of the “hunger stones” 
is causing wide comment.

‘Apart from the restriction of im-| 
ports into Germany, the country's 
Tack of foreign exchange reserves 
makes it most difficult to purchase 
foodstuffs abroad.

A great deal has been said and 
written lately about Great Britain 
being fifth on the list of nations ax 
regards weapons in the air, but 
very little attention has beea drawn 
to the question of defence by means 
of weapons on the ground.

imagination ranges to faraway 
seenes and you do not allow the 
family pup to go running all over 
the place after splashing in the 
overflow caused by convulsive 
moves in the bath tub. 

“Wrapped in his thick, padded 
Gressing gown, a gift of Aunt 
Maria, seated before a fire which 
crackled cheerfully in his warm 
and cosy study while outside the 
wind roared and sheets of rain 
swept the street—"No, that is not 
quite appropriate for this study of 
summer reading.

‘Thirty, forty, fifty degrees below 
zero and more {o come. Our 
Tender remarked ‘Oh, my God, the 
horror of it——" 

‘This {s the literature which ap- 
peals in these days and helps to 
stop the trickle of perspiration 
down one’s nose. Give us the icy 
wastes of the Arctic and the 
Antarctic as long as you give it us 
‘quick because one never knows 
whether the Siccawei Fathers will 
suddenly relent and plunge the 
district Into a cold wave, or decide 
to flood the place merely to show 
their command of the elements and 
answer the scom and sarcasm 
of the perspiring and ineredulous 
general public. In the meantime, 
remain at the bottom of’ the 
‘bathtub and listen to the gurgle of 
the discharge pipe while fortitying 
yourself with visions of cooler 
‘limes where meteorological condi- 
tiogs are none the less fantastic 
than the tales they tell. 

In some parts of Russia, an in- 
formant states, a wonderful systent 
of cooling has been devised and is 














‘This comes from Canada, where 
ithe North-West Mounted’ Police 
Jalways get their men and never 
Jeatch a cold despite the change of 
jweather which ranges from very 
hot to the bitterest cold to be 
found anywhere in the world. 
‘The expanding netway of air 
services covers a large area marked 
by contrasting weather conditions. 
[Last year, a pilot om the North- 
West Airways, which covers 
|Canada’s great and sparsely habit- 
Jed North-West, left on his usual 
fying schedule over the Mackenzie 
River district. He departed from 
Athabasca Lake when the tempera- 


ture was 70 degrees below zero, so 
Jcold, in fact, that the plane had to 
foe covered in heavy grease. After 
flying 200 miles he encountered one 
‘of the hot Chinook winds blowing 
down from the mountains, these 
jwinds, strange to say, blowing 
}from the Rocky Mountains being 
hot in winter and cool in summer. 
‘This wind was so hot that it melted 
the grease on the aeroplane and the 
jengine seized up compelling him to 
descend. He landed and was land~ 
bound for four days waiting until 
ithe weather grew cold enough to 
coagulate the grease and enable 
hhim to take off again when he 
landed at his destination where the 
temperature was 20 degrees below 
zero suffering minor damage in 
landing. This occurred over a dis- 
tance of 500 miles on a regular 
airmail route. 

Then, of course, there is Baron’ 

Munchausen's famous cold weather 
story suitable for hot weather 
reading. Munchausen related how 
fhe was out hunting one day and 
it was so bitterly cold then when 
fhe blew on his hunting horn the 
Jnotes froze and refused to leave 
{the instrument. Later, the party 
repaired to a neighbouring tavern 
{to partake of wine and he placed his 
Ihorn on the shelf above the roaring 
[Sreplace. The heat began to thaw 
ithe cold horn and all of sudden it 
[began to play, emitting the very 
Inotes which had been frozen in it 
jduring the bitter cold earlier in the 
day. 
‘This type of literature is heartily 
recommended for the duration of 
‘the present heat wave provided it 
is taken along with something 
long and satisfying and with ice 
floating around the top.

‘The main interest of this book lies 
in the yawning gulf that it reveals 
between theory and practice in 
modern China, ‘The author has most 
painstakingly collected a large store 
6f information about laws, municipal 
regulations, and the innumerable 
Bureaux and sub-ofices of the Peking| 
‘Municipal Government, together with 
fa careful record of all the changes of 
ame of the same, but he tells us 
Rothing, or searcely anything, about 
‘the actual achievements of | that 
Government, From a perusul of all 
‘these lists of names one might imagine 
‘that the Municipality of Peking is 
fone of the most efficient and up-to- 
date in the world, whereas, as every 
resident knows, the very opposite is 
the case. That the author is aware 
of this state of affairs is shown by 
his remarks on page 27: 

‘Under the political conditions exist~ 
tng in Peiping it frequently happens 
that "formal rules and regulations, 
Whetner "directed to” governmental 
Dilclals oF to the general public, are 
onoured more in the breach than in 


the” Pelping 
Municipality, and especially in "the 
police system, problems of administra 
Yon are not’ approached primarily 
From tine, standpoint of tal con- 

Nevertheless he believes that the 
tunetions of public safety are more 
‘effectively performed under the 
present municipality than in the days 
When Peking was the capital. ‘This 
Ye at complete variance with the actual 
facts, In former times crimes of 
violence and murder were very rare 
Indeed, although the population was 
actually greater and the police force 
much smaller. ‘To-day not only are 
fuch crimes of almost daily occur 
Fence, but. the perpetrators are seldom 
enught, notwithstanding the Bureau 
fof Public Safety, with over 19,000, 
employees, not to mention the special 
corps of bieycle, motor-cycle, and 
even women police. Nor does he 
mention one of the most_important 
‘duties of the police in modern Pek- 
ing, the regulation of tram, as to 
which they are a byword for’ ineom- 
petence.

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BOOK NOTES 

Geoftrey Chaucer would find it im- 
possible today to recognize the 
Righway which he traversed with his 
jolly band of pilgrims. But up to 
‘comparatively recent times he would 
have felt himself at home. It was 
‘well after the beginning of the 19t% 
‘century that any effort was made 
{o ameliorate ‘the deplorable con- 
dition of the highway. ‘The reason, 
according to T. W. Wilkinson, author 
of “From. Track to By-Pass: A 
History of the English Road,” 
was entirely economic: the means 
for much-needed improvements could 
not be collected. It was not until 
the passing of the Public Health 
‘Kets of 1648 and 1875 and the Local 
Government Acts of 1888 and 1894 
that the responsiblities for the up- 
Keep of the roads were definitely as- 
signed to urban and rural district 
council. The Road lmprovement 
‘et of | 1909 established the Road 
Board now merged in the Ministry 
‘of Transport. 7

How to keep cool 1s the question 
that’ agitates. more than one of us dur- 
ing these sweltering days of Shanghai's 
reord heat wave, There are many 
ays of answering it, some more 
‘d some less satisfactory, but not 
‘one that will stand the test of endur- 
‘ance, During offleial banking hours 
fone might while away the time in 
some air cooled building, the Hong- 
Kong and Shanghai Bank, for  in- 
stance, ‘Though if too many people 
were inspired with the same thought 
at the same time, it would be quite 
justifiably intimated by the Bank tha: 
charge for admission be made to 
all but those whose legitimate busi 
ness carries them within the cool 
welcoming portals! 

The green waters of our various 
swimming baths likewise beckon to 
Shanghai's thousands. Hongkew Parke 
pool entertains crowds every day, while 
Soochow creek, and in fact any handy 
stretch of water that is free to all, 
sees itself invaded by hordes of lithe 
bodies as each summer day wears on. 
‘More exclusive, the different Clubs 
with swimming baths are equally 
well patronized, and the morning 
hours from nine till noon present a 
cheerful scene. Children, in gay 
fawimming suits, equipped with 
brightly coloured inflated belts, splash 
about while their mothers in equally 
brilliant suits and caps, are bent on 
improving the shining ' hour by 
cooling dip in refreshing water.
